I have the honor to submit herewith a financial report for the 
biennium ending June 30th, 1913, together with a balance sheet and 
supporting schedules showing the status of University property as at 
June 30th, 1913. 

Financial Reports of the University 

The present report is the first one of its kind to be issued by the 
University. The Comptroller of the University has for a number of 
years made a quarterly report to the Board of Trustees, showing the 
cash transactions for the quarter and the cash balance in each of the 
appropriations passed by the Board. The Comptroller of the University 
has also made a quarterly report to the (Governor of the State, showing 
the cash transactions in each of the State appropriations, together with a 
list of warrants issued under each State appropriation. Further than 
this, financial reports have been made annually to the Department of 
the Interior and the Department of Agriculture of the United States 
government, covering the cash transactions in the United States grants 
made to the University. The Secretary of the Board of Trustees has 
appended to the printed minutes of the Board of Trustees a list of the 
University warrants issued during the year. 

In addition to the quarterly and annual financial reports made by 
the officers of the Board, a report is made at the close of each quarter to 
the Finance Committee of the Board by a firm of auditors, which has 
been employed to audit the accounts of the University. These auditors' 
reports have been of value in proving at the close of each quarter the 
correctness of the balances in the various University accounts. 

All of these reports have served to acquaint the officers of the United 
States, of the State, and of the University with the financial transactions 
of the institution. The present report is intended to furnish the members 
of the Board of Trustees and the citizens of the State further information, 
both summarized and in detail, concerning the financial transactions of 
the University. 

The Business Office During the Biennium 

Professor Samuel Walker Shattuck, C.E., LL.D., served as Business 
Agent and as Business Manager from 1873 to 1905 and as Comptroller 
from 1905 to Sept. 1st, 1912. It is not within the province of the writer 
of this report to speak of the long period of useful service that Professor 
Shattuck gave to the University. It is a pleasant duty to record that the 
books of the Business Office, as maintained under the direction of 
Professor Shattuck, have been found to be accurate and trustworthy 
in all respects. 

From September 1st, 1912, to January 13th, 1913, the resi>onsibilities 
of the office of Comptroller rested upon Mr. O. E. Staples, Chief Clerk 
(now Bursar), and Mr. Lloyd Morey, Bookkeeper (now Auditor). The 
present Comptroller assumed office January 13th, 1913.

REPORT OF COMPTROLLER 



The Accounts of the Business Office 

Up to January 13, 1913, the accounts of the Business Office were 
confined to accounts with the various appropriations and allotments 
made by the Board of Trustees. It was the purpose of the accounts to 
show the allotments made by the Board, the disbursements from the 
allotments, and the balances in the allotments at any given date. In 
addition to disbursement accounts, cash receipts were recorded by sources. 
During the biennium, the Purchasing Agent in the Business Office, 
Mr. Nathaniel Hay, maintained a file of outstanding orders indexed by 
Board allotments. 

Commencing with January, 1913, an analysis ledger was introduced, 
so as to show the cost elements in the disbursements under each Board 
appropriation. This analysis was carried back so as to analyze the dis- 
bursements into the cost elements from July 1st, 1912. 

The various schedules of receipts and disbursements shown in this 
report have been assembled from the accounts referred to above. These 
schedules, therefore, represent an analysis of accounts. Commencing 
with July 1st, 1913, accounts have been introduced in the Business Office 
with all of the items shown in this report, so that the next biennial report 
will represent totals in the accounts in the Business Office. 

The balance sheet and property schedules are the result of a complete 
inventory made as of June 30th, 1913. At the present time a perpetual 
inventory is being installed in the Business Office, covering all of the 
property of the University. This perpetual inventory will be carried 
back so as to date from July 1st, 1913.

CASH SUMMARY 

The financial transactions of the University for the bienninm ending 
Jnne 30th, 1913, are sninmarized in the first schedule of the report, the 
Gash Summary. The cash balances shown in this Cash Summary are the 
cash balances as shown by the books of the Business Office. A letter is 
submitted herewith from M. W. Busey, Treasurer, showing the cash 
balances as shown by the books of the Treasurer. A letter is also sub- 
mitted herewith from the United States Audit Company, signed by 
Whitney B. Flershem, Certified Public Accountant, giving the recon- 
ciliation between the cash balances as shown by the University Treasurer 
and as shown by the Business Office. 

Especial attention is called to the difference between the total cash 
balance as shown by the University Treasurer, |425,548.11, and the 
Treasurer's cash balance as shown by the Business Office, {277,996.02. 
This difference of {147,552.09 represents the outstanding warrants regu- 
larly issued upon the University Treasurer by the Business Office, but not 
as yet presented to the Treasurer for payment, less the {15 item in the 
School of Pharmacy fund not credited by the Treasurer. It is the 
bookkeeping practice in the Business Office to enter an item as paid when 
the warrant on the University Treasurer is regularly issued.

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UNITED STATES GRANTS 

Land Grant of 1862 

This act donated certain public lands to states providing colleges 
of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts. The amount accrued to the Univer- 
sity of Illinois to date is f 647,401.53. On account of the defalcation of 
the University Treasurer in 1897, the State assumed, by an act of June 11, 
1897, the liability for this fund, and interest is paid thereon semiannually 
by the State. 

Morrill Fund 

The Morrill Fund was created by an act of Congress on August 
30, 1890, and constituted an appropriation of f 15,000 for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1890, and an annual increase of f 1,000 for ten years. 
The present appropriation to the University under the Morrill Act is, 
therefore, f 25,000 per year. The fund may be used for instruction and 
facilities in Agriculture, Mechanic Arts, Mathematical Sciences, Natural 
and Physical Sciences, English Language, and Economic Sciences. The 
entire amouot of the fund for each year is paid annually to the State 
Treasurer by the United States Treasurer and is in turn paid to the 
University Treasurer upon the requisition of the Board of Trustees. 

Nelson Fund 

This fund was created by an act of Congress dated March 4, 1907, 
and carried with it an appropriation of f5,000 for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1908, and an annual increase of f5,000 for four years. The 
present appropriation to the University under the Nelson Act is, there- 
fore, f 25,000 per year. Its uses are identical with those of the Morrill 
Fund, and the method of payment to the University of Illinois is also 
the same. 

Hatch Fund 

This fund was created by an act of Congress dated March 2, 1881, 
and provides for appropriations of |15,000 per year, payable in equal 
quarterly installments on the first of January, April, July, and October 
to the Treasurer of the University by the Treasurer of the United States. 
The purpose of the appropriation is the publication of useful and prac- 
tical information on agricultural subjects and the investigation of scien- 
tific problems of agriculture. 

Adams Fund 

This fund was created by an act of Congress dated March 16, 1906, 
and provides for an appropriation of f 5,000 for the year ending June 30, 
1906, and an increase of f 2,000 for five years. The present appropriation 
to the University under the Adams Act is, therefore, fl5,000 per year. 
The method of payment is the same as that of the Hatch Fund and its 
use is limited to the necessary expenses of original research and experi- 
mental work in agriculture.

RECEIPTS FROM STATE APPROPRIATIONS 

The receipts from State appropriations shown in the following 
schedule represent moneys paid over from the State Treasurer to the 
University Treasurer on account of appropriations made by the Legis- 
lature in 1911. 

The moneys received on account of State appropriations are classi- 
fied so as to show the amounts available only for additions to capital, and 
the amounts available both for additions to capital and for operation 
and maintenance of the various departments of the University. It will 
be noted that the receipts on account of State appropriations were 
11,860,400.00 in 1911-1912, as over against |1,568,900.00 in 1912-1913. 
The excess of the receipts of the first year of the biennium over those of 
the second year is accounted for by the fact that the appropriations avail- 
able only for additions to capital were very largely drawn upon during 
the first year of the biennium. 

The schedule showing the receipts from State appropriations includes 
only those items representing direct expenditures of State money on be- 
half of the University. The State Legislature makes an appropriation at 
each session of an amount representing five per cent interest on the 
Endowment Fund of the University. This amount is included in the 
schedule of receipts from United States grants under the title of "Land 
Grant of 1862" and is there explained. The State Legislature at each 
session also re-appropriates to the University money paid by the United 
States government into the State Treasury for the benefit of the Uni- 
versity. The receipts shown in the schedule headed "Receipts from State 
Appropriations" are exclusive both of the interest on the Endowment^ T 

Fund and of the re-appropriation of moneys from United States grants.^ ^^^'^^

RECEIPTS FROM STUDENT FEES AND 
DEPARTMENTAL SALES 

Since the organization of the University in 1867, all moneys received 
by the University on account of tuition or on account of sales of products 
or of equipment by any of the University departments have been deposited 
with the University Treasurer. These moneys do not pass into the 
hands of the State Treasurer. It is customary to speak of these receipts 
as the "Current Receipts" of the University and the title "Current" is 
used in several of the schedules of this report to indicate receipts of this 
character. 

It will be noted that the receipts from student fees from the 
departments at Urbana were |121,669.46 in 1911-1912 and |125,230.20 in 
1912-1913. This slight increase is explained by the increase in the number 
of students in the departments of the University at Urbana. 

It will be noted that the receipts from student fees in the College 
of Medicine were 192,193.25 in 1911-1912 and |22,607.01 in 1912-1913. 
The figure given for 1912-1913 represents the cash receipts paid into the 
hands of the University Treasurer from March 1st, 1913, to June 30th, 
1913.

tained no College of Medicine. On March 1st, 1913, the property of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Chicago was presented to the 
University as a gift. The property presented is subject tj a mortgage 
encumberance of f245,000. The liability for this encumbrance was not 
assumed by the University. 

The receipts from departmental sales represent the sale of products 
manufactured or produced by the University as a result of its experi- 
mental and instructional work. It will be noted that the greater part of 
such receipts arise from the operations of the Agricultural College. For 
example, the Agricultural College maintains a creamery and dairy milk 
route in connection with the department of Dairy Husbandry. The 
receipts from these University departments should be considered when 
reference is made to the cost of operating the departments. For example, 
the disbursements for the operation of the department of Dairy Hus- 
bandry for the year 1912-1913 are shown as f 98,466.54. AVlien referring 
to this item it should be borne in mind that the receipts f >r the depart- 
ment of Dairy Husbandry for the same year were |38,072.78, (as shown 
by the schedule of the Agricultural College Receipts).

The following schedule of "Capital Disbursements" shows the 
amount of money paid out by the University during each year of the 
biennium on account of various additions to its plant and equipment. 
The capital disbursements shown do not represent the entire cost to the 
University of the items listed. For example, disbursements are shown 
for the new Armory building of 1369.40 during 1911-1912, and of 
177,622.33 during 1912-1913, a total for the biennium of |77,991.73. This 
amount does not represent the cost of the new Armory building, as the 
building on June 30th, 1913, was still in the first stages of its permanent 
construction. 

The disbursements for additions to equipment are classified as be- 
tween "Greneral University Furniture and Fixtures" and "Departmental 
Equipment". All laboratory apparatus, tools, and machinery, and all 
furniture of special construction is classed as "Departmental Equip-

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DISBURSEMENTS FOR OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE 

The following schedule shows the disbursements for operation and 
maintenance of the various divisions and colleges of the University. It 
should be carefully borne in mind that the figures shown for the various 
colleges and schools do not include any of the cost of maintaining build- 
ings and grounds, or of heating and lighting the buildings. These costs 
are shown under the heading of ^Thysical Plant'\ Nor do the amounts 
given for the various colleges and schools include any share of the cost 
of the general administration of the University, or of the cost of such 
general University departments as the department of Physical Trainings 
the Office of the Dean of Men, or the University Library. Further, it 
should be noted that the figures given do not include any allowance for 
the depreciation of buildings and equipment used by any of the colleges 
and schools, or for the loss of permanent equipment. The figures given 
represent disbursements in total costs. It is thought that the figures may 
be useful in so far as they show the apportionment of available funds 
between the different interests of the University. 

The following schedules, showing net disbursements on account of 
operation and maintenance expenses of the various University interests, 
will be found largely self-explanatory. In the main schedule, the various 
University interests are grouped under the following headings : 

Administration, 

General University Departments and Expenses, 

Colleges and Schools, 

Auxiliary Departments, 

Physical Plant. 
Under the heading ^'Administration^' will be found the disburse* 
ments on account of the administrative offices, with the exception of the 
Office of the Supervising Architect. Disbursements on account of the 
Office of the Supervising Architect are included under the heading, 
'Thysical Plant at Urbana". Attention is also called to the fact that the 
Registrar of the University served during the biennium as Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees. In considering the disbursements on account of 
the Registrar's Office, it should be kept in mind, therefore, that a con- 
siderable part of these disbursements should be considered as expenses of 
the Secretary of the Board of Trustees. 

Such University interests as the University Library and the OflBce of 
the Dean of Men are to be found grouped under the heading, ^'General 
University Departments". All of the departments so grouped are con- 
ducted for the benefit of the work of all the colleges and schools of the 
University. For example, the University Library and the University 
Gymnasium were conducted during the biennium quite as much for the 
College of Agriculture or for the College of Engineering as for the College 
of Literature and Arts. 

The disbursements on account of the Courses in Commerce will be 
found listed in the schedule for the College of Literature and Arts. The 
disbursements on account of the Courses in Ceramics will be found listed 

in the schedule of the College of Science. The disbursements on account j[^ 

O 
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of the Department of Mining Engineering will be found listed in the 
schedule for the College of Engineering. Especial mention is made of 
these items because of the fact that separate State appropriations were 
made for their support. 

Under the heading, ^^ Auxiliary Departments", will be found those 
activities over which the University has supervision, such as the Gommit- 
tee for the Examination of Candidates for the Degree of Certified Public 
Accountant. These interests are not a part of the instructional work 
of the University. 

No attempt is made to show the cost of instruction for a student in 
any college or school. In making any such computation it should be 
borne in mind that the entire function of the University does not center 
in the instruction of the students who are in attendance at any given 
date. A great deal of the cost of administration is due to the making of 
provision for University work in the future. A very considerable part 
of the cost of general University departments is incurred because of the 
work that the University is carrying on in investigation and research. 
So again a part of the expense of each college and of each department 
represents the expense chargeable rather to scientific investigation and 
research than to the instruction of students. It is a difficult task to 
separate the cost of providing for scientific investigation from the cost of 
the instruction of students because the two are inseparably connected 
in the organization and in the daily work of the institution. 

Granted that it would be possible to separate the cost of instruction 
from the cost of investigation and research, a still further problem of 
great difficulty presents itself in the pro rating of costs to the various 
colleges. The Collie of Literature and Arts, for example, during the 
biennium, was engaged in the instruction of numerous classes of students 
from the College of Agriculture and from the College of Engineering, as 
well as of students registered in the College of Literature and Arts alone. 

It will be seen, for example, that any attempt to set out the cost of 
instruction in the College of Agriculture involves four problems of great 
difficulty. In the first place, the cost of general University administration 
and of the general University departments must be pro rated so that 
the proper share of the cost is borne by the College of Agriculture. In 
the second place, the Collie of Agriculture must be charged with the 
depreciation in value of the buildings and equipment that it uses. In 
the third place, the cost of scientific investigation and of agricultural 
extension must be separated from the cost of instruction. In the fourth 
place, the College of Agriculture must be charged with that share of the 
cost of the College of Literature and Arts and of the College of Science 
that the two latter colleges have incurred because of the presence of 
students from the Collie of Agriculture in their classes.

The disbursements for Operation and Maintenance of the College 
of Medicine are shown in two separate schedules. In the first of these 
schedules, the actual disbursements made from the University Treasury 
are shown. In the second schedule, the total disbursements on account 
of the college is shown. The College of Medicine of the University of 
Illinois was operated from July 1st, 1911, to June 30th, 1912, and from 
March 1st, 1913, to June 30th, 1913. From July 1st, 1912, to February 
28th, 1913, the same college was operated as the private property of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Chicago. The stockholders of the 
corporation of the College of Physicians and Surgeons donated the entire 
stock of that corporation and all of its assets to the University in Febru- 
ary, 1913.

TRUST FUND TRANSACTIONS 

The following schedule shows the operation of funds held in trust 
by the Board of Trustees, all of which are funds from which loans are 
made to students. 

Snyder Fund 

On March 14, 1899, Edward Snyder, Professor Emeritus of German 
in the University of Illinois, gave the University the sum of |12,000 to 
be loaned to worthy students to enable them to finish their work in the 
University. The amount of the fund is now |12,500, and loans from it 
bear interest at the rate of five per cent per annum. This interest is 
payable to the wife of the donor until her death, after which it is to be 
added to the principal. 

McKinley Fund 

On October 3, 1912, Honorable William B. McKinley of Cham- 
paign, Illinois, presented to the University personal notes from students 
and former students for the purpose of establishing a student loan fund. 
Loans from this fund bear interest at the rate of five per cent per annum, 
which is added to the principal. The amount of the fund at July 1, 1913, 
was 112,885.75. 

Woman^s League Fund 

The Woman's League of the University of Illinois, in 1911, estab- 
lished a fund from which loans may be made to girl students at the 
University. The total amount of the fund, including interest reverting 
to the principal, on July 1, 1913, was $437.45. 

Qlasa of 1895 Fund 

The Class of 1895 established a loan fund as a class memorial, the 
amount of which on July 1, 1913, was |130.78.

REFUNDS AND TRANSFERS 

The following schedules of ^^Refunds" and of ^^Inter-Departmental 
Transfers" are given here largely as a matter of record. Since these re- 
funds and transfers have been subtracted from the items in the sched- 
ules of receipts and disbursements that they affect, the preceding 
schedules in this report represent only net cash transactions. 

Especial attention is called to the schedule of ^'Refunds of Receipts'\ 
Tuition, matriculation, and other fees paid by students are refunded in 
part to students who withdraw from the University. The Snyder Fund 
deposits consist of moneys loaned to students from the Edward Snyder 
Loan Fund, and deposited by the students with the Bursar in the Business 
OfBce. When such moneys were later drawn by the students, they were 
entered as ^^Refunds of Receipts on account of the Snyder Fund Deposits'*. 

Refunds of disbursements include all re-payments to the University 
of moneys paid out in error, and include also all re-payments to the Uni- 
versity of moneys paid for goods returned to vendors because of defective 
quali^. 

The term '^Inter-Departmental Transfers" is used to mean a transfer 
of supplies from one department to another. Up to July 1, 1913, it was 
the custom of the Business OfBce to credit such transfers as a cash receipt 
of the department giving out the supplies and to charge such transfers 
as a cash disbursement of the department receiving the supplies. These 
fictitious cash entries were necessary in order to show the proper cash 
balance in the various department Board appropriation accounts, 
Commencing with July 1, 1913, such transfers will be treated as transfers 
of stores rather than as transfers of cash.

ANALYSIS OF DISBURSEMENTS 

In the following pages, the disbursements of the University for each 
year of the bienninm are shown classified according to cost elements. 
The disbursements for each cost element are further classified so as to 
show the amount disbursed from grants by the United States, from 
appropriations by the State, and from the receipts on account of student 
fees and departmental sales. 

It should be noted that the amount given for each cost element 
represents the disbursement for the cost element during the biennium. 
As the amount of the accounts payable at any given time is very small^ 
the disbursements may be regarded as representing practically the entire 
cost of each element. 

Most of the thirty-two cost headings given in the following schedule 
are self-explanatory. The term ^^Stipendia" is used to include payments 
on account of Fellows and Scholars. The item "Laboratory and Depart- 
mental Supplies" covers expendable supplies and does not cover laboratory 
apparatus or equipment. The item "Equipment" is used to cover furni- 
ture, fixtures, and apparatus, and includes also the purchase of live stock 
and farm machinery for the use of the College of Agriculture. The term 
"Services of Audit Company" refers to the fees of public auditors employed 
by the Finance Committee of the Board of Trustees to audit the books 
of the Business Office of the University. The item "Premiums on Bonds 
and Insurance Policies" covers the expense of the bond of the Chief Clerk 
in the Business Office, of the Cashier of the College of Medicine, and of 
the insurance policies required of the University by the United States 
Department of War on account of the loan to the University of rifles and 
other munitions of war for military training.

BOABD APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE BIENNIUM 

The resources available to the Board of Trustees for the support of 
the University during the biennium were derived from three principal 
sources : — 

1. Receipts on account of student fees and departmental sales 

2. State appropriations 

3. United States appropriations 

The receipts from student fees and departmental sales were available 
for any purpose that the Board of Trustees might choose to use them. 
Each item from State appropriations was available only for the partic- 
ular purpose set out in the appropriation act of the legislature. The 
receipts from the United States appropriations likewise were available 
only for the purpose indicated in the several acts of Congress under 
which the appropriations came into the hands of the Board of Trustees. 

From the resources at its disposal, the Board of Trustees made allot- 
ments at the beginning of each financial year for each of the several in- 
terests in the University. The annual budget made up from these allot- 
ments was increased from time to time by additional allotments as new 
interests demanded, or as the increased demands of the established inter- 
ests made increases in their allotments necessary. 

The appropriations thus passed by the Board of Trustees were 
assigned by the Comptroller to the particular United States grant or 
State appropriation to which they could bie charged under law, or to the 
available receipts from student fees or departmental sales. An appropria- 
tion account was opened up in the Business Office for each such Board 
allotment. In the following schedules, the Board appropriations charged 
against current funds, against State funds, and against United States 
funds are shown for each year, together with the total disbursements 
from each Board allotment and the balance in each at the close of 
each fiscal year. The disbursements under each Board allotment have 
been analysed in the Business Office and classified under the cost ele- 
ments shown in the ^'Analysis of Disbursements by Cost Elements" 
on page 66 of this report. In the following schedules the extensive 
cost classification has been condensed so as to show the disbursements 
under each Board allotment for capital purposes and the disbursements 
under each Board allotment for operation and maintenance expenses.

UNENCUMBERED BALANCES IN BOARD APPROPRIATIONS AS 

AT JUNE 30, 1913 

As has been previously explained in connection with the statements 
of Board allotments for the biennium, an account is maintained in the 
Business Office with each allotment passed by the Board of Trustees. Up 
to March 1, 1913, these accounts showed only the cash transactions under 
each Board allotment; that is, each account showed the amount of the 
Board allotment, the disbursements under the allotment, and the cash 
balance. Commencing with March 1, 1913, accounts were oi)ened in the 
Business Office so as to show the encumbrances outstanding against the 
cash balance of each Board allotment. These encumbrances are classified 
under the following five heads: — 

1. Salaries assigned against the allotment to the end of the fiscal year 

2. Open market orders outstanding (exclusive of Library orders 
outstanding) 

3. Library orders outstanding 

4. Repair orders outstanding 

5. Contracts outstanding 

Commencing with March, 1913, a monthly report has been presented 
showing the cash balance in each Board allotment, the encumbrances in 
each allotment, and the free or unencumbered balance in, or overdraft 
against, each Board allotment. 

The following schedules show the monthly report for June, 1913,. 
and are here inserted both to show the status of Board allotments as at the 
close of the biennium and to show also the method of budgetary control 
in operation at the University.

GENERAL BALANCE SHEET 

The General Balance Sheet of the University as at June 30, 1913, 
shows assets to the value of $4,127,239.80. The largest item is Buildings 
and Permanent Fixtures, f2,022,175. Each of the items in the balance 
aheet. is shown in further detail in the schedules following, excepting the 
items notes receivable, accounts receivable, and accounts payable. 
The notes receivable of the University amounted to $24,562.42, as at June 
30, 1913, and represent loans made to students from the various student 
loan funds. These notes are shown at their face value. 

It will be noted that the accounts receivable are shown as $11,814.14, 
and the accounts payable at $6,205.49. These items are small in amount, 
because of the policy of the University in collecting all accounts due to it 
as promptly as possible, and in paying all bills as soon as they are found 
to be correct. An especial effort is made during the last month of each 
fiscal year to pay all bills outstanding. In this connection it should be 
emphasized that an account is shown as paid on the books of the Business 
Office when a warrant has been regularly issued for its payment. The 
amount of outstanding warrants in the hands of payees, by comparison 
with the books of the University Treasurer, was found to be $147,567.09 
as at June 30, 1913. Special attention is called to this fact, because it 
is the custom in some institutions to refer to such outstanding warrants 
as accounts payable. 

Other than the accounts payable, the University has but one liability, 
that for equipment loaned by the United States government This equip- 
ment comprises rifles and other military supplies loaned by the national 
government for purposes of military training. 

Surplus 

The net worth of the University is shown in five different items. 
The principal item is that of surplus invested in fixed assets, $3,687,976.45. 
This amount represents the estimated value of the land, buildings, and 
equipments of the University after due allowance has been made for 
depreciation. In comparing this item with the surplus shown in the 
financial reports of other institutions, it should be carefully noted that 
many institutions make no allowance for depreciation in fixing the value 
of their plant. 

The surplus available for capital additions, $142,551.98, and the 
surplus available for operation and maintenance expenses, $142,089.90, 
represent cash and accounts receivable available, as at June 30, 1913, 
for the purposes indicated. 

The item **reserve for stores" is an offset to the asset item, "expendable 
supplies," so that the amount indicated as available surplus may represent 
only cash and accounts receivable. 

The total amount of the cash and accounts receivable held by the 
University in trust for the loan funds is shown as a separate surplus 
seserve item because the assets belonging to the trust funds are available 
only for the purpose of those funds.

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LAND 

In the following pages, the land owned by the University is listed 
in the date of its accession. The legal description of each piece of prop- 
erty is given, together with the approximate number of acres that it con- 
tains. As far as practicable, each piece of land is listed at its cost price. 
Where the land was donated to the University, as in the case of the land 
donated by Champaign County in 1867, the price given is the cost price 
mentioned in the deed of each tract. Except the land donated by Cham- 
paign County in 1867, all of the land owned by the University at Urbana- 
Champaign has been acquired by purchase. The various tracts of land 
owned by the University outside of Champaign County have, for the most 
part, been donated to the University for the puri>08e of agricultural 
experimentation. Where land has been donated to the University, the 
amount shown for each tract represents the cost price mentioned in the 
deed. In a few cases no value is given for the reason that no price is 
mentioned in the deed to the University. 

It should be carefully noted that the value of land as given represents 
either (1) the cost of the land to the University, or (2) the cost of the 
land to those who donated the land to the University, excepting in the few 
cases where no value is given. No attempt has been made to show the 
value of the land at the present time. In so far as the land in Champaign 
County is concerned, and especially the land comprising the University 
Campus, a valuation would be an exceedingly difficult task, for the reason 
that adjoining land values have been more largely influenced by the fact 
that the land adjoins the University Campus, or the University Farm, 
than by any other cause. Under these circumstances it has been thot best 
to show the cost price of the land rather than to attempt any valuation 
based upon adjoining land values. In the case of land located outside 
of Champaign County, each tract of land has been acquired by the Uni- 
versity as a permanent experimental field, and likewise it has been thot 
best to show the value of the land at its last cost price. 

It will be seen that the land values shown are extremely low in com- 
parison with the values commonly given to adjoining tracts of land. 
Especial attention is directed to this point for the reajson that land values 
are sometimes given in the reports of other Universities at an estimated 
amount based upon comparison with adjoining land values, rather than 
at cost prices.

INVENTORIES OP UNIVERSITY PROPERTY AS AT JUNE 30, 1913 

In the following schedules, an attempt has been made to show the 
value of University property, other than land, at the close of the biennium. 
A complete inventory was taken of all University property, an inventory 
of the equipment of each department being submitted by the head of the 
department. A complete inventory was taken of all furniture, physical 
plant equipment, and buildings by the office of the Supervising Architect. 
Especial care was taken to eliminate all duplication between the 
inventories submitted by heads of flepartments and the inventories 
submitted by the Supervising Architect. 

Method of Valuation, 

The method used in arriving at the value of all University property, 
except land, was, first, to ascertain the original cost of each item of prop- 
erty, or the making of a careful estimate as to the original cost in those 
cases where the original cost could not be ascertained. Secondly, the num- 
ber of years that the property had been owned by the University was ascer- 
tained, or a careful estimate was made of the number of years that the 
property was owned in those cases in which the number of years could 
not be ascertained. Thirdly, uniform depreciation rates were applied to 
each item of each class of University property. The Business Office is 
indebted to Professor James M. White, Supervising Architect, for the 
schedule of depreciation rates used in the valuation of buildings, furni- 
ture, and physical plant. The original cost of each item of property, or 
the estimated original cost of each item of property, was scaled down to 
a valuation as at June 30th, 1913, according to the number of years that 
the property had been owned by the University. This work was carefully 
done in the case of each item of property, and the items so obtained will,T 
be used as the basis of a perpetual inventory in the Business Office. o

The valuation given for the University Library was taken from the 
records maintained in the Library. In computing this valuation, gifts 
were excluded, and a depreciation rate of three per cent per annum was- 
applied on the cost of books purchased. The total number of catalogued 
books and pamphlets in the Library on June 30, 1913, was 238,301. 
Valuation of Museums 

A complete inventory was taken of the museums of the University,, 
in so far as the items in the museums have been cataloged. No attempt 
was made to value the museums, since, in the first place, a great part of 
the material in the University museums has been acquired by gift, or 
incidental to investigations, and in the second place, the material in the 
museums does not have a commercial value, altho the material is, of 
course, very valuable to the University for the purposes of scientific inves- 
tigation and research.

I have the honor to snbmit herewith a financial report for the year 
ending Jnne 30, 1914, together with a balance sheet and supporting 
schedules showing the status of University property as at June 30, 1914. 
The report covers the first year of the legislative biennium 1913-1915. 
In the summary schedules of the report, a comparison is shown of the 
receipts and disbursements, respectively, for the years ending June 30, 
1913, and June 30, 1914. 

Financial Reports of the Vnvoeraity 

In August, 1913, a report was published showing in detail the trans- 
actions of the University for the biennium ending June 30, 1913. The 
present report very largely follows the order and arrangement of the 
report for the last biennium, and statistics here given may be compared 
readily with those given in that report. 

The financial transactions of the University are made a matter of 
record in official reports rendered at frequent intervals, and transmitted 
to various University, State, and Federal officers. At the close of each 
month, a report is made to the President of the University and to heads 
of departments throughout the University. This monthly report records 
the receipts collected by the Business Office and deposited in the hands 
of the University Treasurer during the month, so analyzed as to show 
all sources of receipts. The monthly report shows also cash disburse- 
ments under each of the allotments made by the Board of Trustees from 
the beginning of the fiscal year to the close of the month reported. To- 
gether with cash disbursements, there is a statement of open market 
orders, contracts outstanding, job orders, and salary assignments, on 
account of each Board allotment, and the balance available in each Board 
allotment against which further orders and contractual obligations may 
be incurred. The statement of free balances thus shown for each Board 
allotment at the close of each month enables the President of the Uni- 
versity and heads of departments to plan the financial expenditures of 
the University so as to keep such expenditures and contractual obliga- 
tions within available cash resources. The monthly report also includes 
reconciliations between the accounts as maintained by the Business 
Office and the accounts maintained at the office of the State Auditor, 
and at the office of the University Treasurer. 

At the close of each quarter, a report, similar in content and 
arrangement to the monthly report, is made to the Board of Trustees. 
The accuracy of the statements made in the quarterly report is certified 
to by Certified Public Accountants employed under the direction of the 
Finance Committee of the Board. The report is accompanied by lists^fi 
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duplicate of warrants drawn against the University Treasurer, and by 
lists of the vouchers forwarded to the State Auditor, showing names of 
individual payees, which are filed in the office of the President of the 
Board, and in the office of the Secretary of the Board. Schedules of the 
quarterly report are included in the printed minutes of the Board of 
Trustees. 

A semi-annual report is made to the office of the Governor, showing 
financial transactions under each of the State appropriations available 
for the support of the University, and under funds accruing from other 
sources. 

A report is made annually to the office of the State Auditor of 
Public Accounts as to the real and personal property owned by the 
University. 

In addition to the reports enumerated, financial reports are made 
annually to the Department of the Interior, and to the Department of 
Agriculture of the United States government, covering the cash transac- 
tions in the United States grants made to the University. 

All of these reports serve to acquaint the officers of the United 
States, of the State, and of the University with the financial transactions 
and the financial condition of the institution. The present report is 
intended to furnish the members of the Board of Trustees and the citizens 
of the State with complete data concerning the financial transactions of 
the University. 

The Custody of Vnwersity Funds ; 

From the organization of the University to July 1, 1913, all of the 
funds available for the support of the institution were handled through 
the office of the University Treasurer. The appropriation laws passed 
by the Legislature of 1913 provide that State appropriations to the 
University shall be disbursed through the offices of the State Auditor 
and State Treasurer. Under the appropriation laws passed by the last 
Legislature, separate vouchers, bearing the signatures of the President 
and the Secretary of the Board of Trustees, and the seal of the Univer- 
sity, are forwarded to the office of the State Auditor of Public Accounts, 
for all disbursements to be made from the University Mill Tax fund, 
and from the General State Fund on account of the State appropriations 
for the support, at the University, of the State Water Survey, and the 
State Miners' and Mechanics' Institutes. 

The receipts of the University from tuition and sales of products 
are collected by the Business Office and deposited with the University 
Treasurer. The University Treasurer also receives the grants made to 
the University by the United States government. 

Accounts of the BuMness Office 

Commencing with July 1, 1913, the Business Office has maintained 
fund accounts and separate warrant registers for each of the State 
appropriations, and for each of the funds in the hands of the University 
Treasurer. Accounts have also been maintained with each of the allot- 
ments made by the Board of Trustees for the support of the departments 
and interests in the University. Records are maintained showing dis- 
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bursements under each allotment^ and encumbrances outstanding against 
each allotment. 

Cost accounts are maintained for each department in the Univer- 
sity so as to show an analysis of the disbursements on account of each 
department. The extent of this cost analysis is shown in the schedules 
of this report. 

At the beginning of the year reported, a series of storeroom accounts 
was introduced. Materials furnished from the storerooms are charged 
to departmental allotments at cost prices. These transfer charges are 
maintained in accounts separately from cash disbursements. In the 
present report, however, transfer charges to departments are included 
with cash disbursements so as to indicate the direct cost of departments. 

Since July 1, 1913, a perpetual inventory has been maintained in the 
Business OiBce so as to show the additions made during the year to land, 
buildings and permanent equipment. The accuracy of this book in- 
ventory is tested from time to time by actual inventories. 

Divisions of the Report 

The report is made up of the following parts : 

1. Summary of receipts and disbursements 

2. Receipts 

3. Disbursements 

4. Trust fund transactions 

5. Reconciliations and auditor's certificate. 

6. Balance sheet and property schedules 

The greater part of the income of the University is derived from the 
University Mill Tax Fund. Disbursements under this fund are made 
through the State Treasurer, and the fund does not become a receipt of 
the University. 

In the fifth part of the report, reconciliations are given between the 
accounts for the year as maintained by the Business Office and the 
accounts maintained by the office of the State Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, and by the office of the University Treasurer. Attention is called 
to the auditor's certificate as to the accuracy of the schedules of receipts 
and disbursements shown in this report. 

The balance sheet and property schedules follow the arrangement 
adopted for the report published for the biennium ending June 30, 1913. 

As far as possible, the schedules have been made self-explanatory. 
Each principal part of the report is preceded by a brief explanatory 
statement. Attention is called to the index at the close of the report. 

In presenting this report, it is a pleasure to record my indebtedness 
to Mr. O. E. Staples, Bursar, for his assistance in the preparation of the 
schedules of receipts and trust funds; to Mr. Lloyd Morey, Auditor, for 
his assistance in the preparation of the schedules of disbursements ; and 
to Mr. Lynn E. Knorr, C. P. A., Assistant Comptroller, for his assistance 
in the preparation of the balance sheet and property schedules.

AVAILABLE INCOME OF THE YEAR 

The income available to the Board of Trustees during the year for 
the support of the various departments of the University was derived 
from United States grants. State appropriations, and University receipts. 

United States Onmta 

During the year, the University received, under United States 
grants, the sum of |112,463.24. Of this amount, |32,463.24 was received 
from the State of Illinois as interest on the Endowment Fund created 
by the Land Grant of 1862. This act donated certain public lands to 
states providing colleges of agriculture and mechanic arts. The amount 
accrued to the University of Illinois to date is |648,442.91. On account 
of the defalcation of the University Treasurer in 1897, the State assumed, 
by an act of July 11, 1897, the liability for this fund, and interest at 
five per cent is paid thereon semi-annually by the State. 

Under the Morrill fund, created by an act of Congress on August 30, 
1890, the University receives |25,000.00 per year. The University also 
receives |25,000.00 per year from the Nelson fund, created by an act of 
Congress dated March 4, 1907. The Morrill and Nelson funds may be 
used for instruction and facilities in agriculture, mechanic arts, mathe- 
matical sciences, natural and physical sciences, English language, and 
economic sciences. These appropriations are paid annually by the United 
States Treasurer to the State Treasurer, and are in turn paid to the 
University Treasurer upon the requisition of the Board of Trustees. 

Under the Hatch fund, created by an act of Congress dated March 
2, 1887, the University receives |15,000.00 per year, and, under the 
Adams fund, created by an act of Congress dated March 16, 1906, the 
University receives |16,000.00 per year. The Hatch and Adams appro- 
priations are paid directly to the University Treasurer by the Treasurer 
of the United States. These appropriations are available for original 
research and experimental work in agriculture. 

State Appropriations 

For the year ending June 30, 1914, the University was given a State 
appropriation of |1,600,000 for Operation, Maintenance and Equipment, 
and a State appropriation of |650,000.00 for Buildings, Land and Equip- 
ment. These two appropriations, a total of |2,250,000.00, were made 
from the University Mill Tax Fund, a fund in the hands of the State 
Treasurer arising from the proceeds of a one mill tax levied for the 
support of the University. Appropriations of |21,500.00 and |16,000.00 
from the general fund were available for the support of the State Water 
Survey and the State Miners' and Mechanics' Institutes, respectively. 

University Receipts 

Since the organization of the University in 1867, all moneys received 
by the University on account of tuition, or on account of sales of prod- 
ucts, or of equipment, by any of the University departments, have been 
deposited with the University Treasurer, These moneys do not pass into 
the hands of the State Treasurer.

DISBURSEMENTS 

The disbursements for the year ending June 30, 1914, are shown in 
the following schedules. The disbursements shown for any particular 
interest or department include the transfer charges made to that depart- 
ment or interest because of supplies furnished from storerooms. The 
disbursements shown are exclusive of refunds. 

Attention is called to the distinction in the summary given on page 
13 between salaries and wages, operation and maintenance expense, 
and land, buildings and equipment. So far as practicable, all salaries 
and wages chargeable to new construction work have been charged under 
''Land, Buildings and Equipment." The amounts shown for ''Land, 
Buildings and Equipment" do not include any part of the salaries of 
administrative offices. For example, all of the salaries of the office of 
the Supervising Architect are included under the heading "Salaries and 
Wages", although it is obvious that part of such salaries should be pro- 
rated to "Land, Buildings and Equipment." 

The principal additions to capital have been for land and land 
improvements, buildings and buildings improvements, and library addi- 
tions. The cost of farm lands and additions to the campus have been 
charged to "Land and Land Improvements", as well as campus lighting, 
pavements and walks, the construction of a switch track, and the im- 
provement of the new military drill field. 

Disbursements for the construction of buildings and improvements 
to buildings are summarized by colleges in the schedule given on page 15. 

The term "Library Additions" has been used to include the cost of 
all books purchased from the allotment made by the Board of Trustees 
for the purchase of books for the general library. Books have also been 
purchased for many departments from allotments made by the Board of 
Trustees for departmental expense and equipment. The cost of such 
books is included in the charges made to departmental equipment 
accounts. 

The disbursement schedules for the various colleges and schools 
show charges analyzed so as to distinguish between salaries and wages^ 
expense, and equipment. It has not been found practicable to print in 
this report the detailed analysis of the disbursements for each depart- 
ment as maintained in the accounts of the Business Office. Sufficient 
detail is shown, however, to distinguish between the disbursements for 
ordinary operation and maintenance expenses of each department, and 
the disbursements for additions to departmental equipment.

TRUST FUNDS 



The schedule given on page 42 shows the cash transactions for the 
year on account of trust funds. The term ^^Trust Funds" is used to 
include all moneys given to the University by private individuals for 
purposes named by the donors. Of the accounts listed, the following are 
permanent trust funds: 

The Snydbb Fund, established on March 14, 1899, by Edward Sny- 
der, Professor Emeritus of German in the University of Illinois, as a 
student loan fund. The amount of the fund is now {12,500.00, and loans 
from it bear interest at the rate of five per cent per annum. This 
interest is payable to the wife of the donor until her death, after which 
it is to be added to the principal. 

The MgEinlbt Fund, established on October 3, 1912, by the 
Honorable William B. McEinley of Champaign, Illinois. The fund 
consists of personal notes from students and former students. Loans 
from this fund bear interest at the rate of five per cent per annum, which 
is added to the principal. The amount of the fund on July 1, 1914, was 
{13,408.44. 

The Woman^s League Fund, established by the Woman's League 
of the University of Illinois in 1911. From this fund, loans are made 
to women students. The total amount of the fund, including interest 
reverting to the principal, was {476.40 on July 1, 1914. 

The Class of 1895 Students^ Loan Fund^ established as a class 
memorial, amounted on July 1, 1914, to {130.78. 

The Bryan Fund of {250.00, established by the Honorable Wil- 
liam J. Bryan in 1898. The interest on the fund is offered biennially as 
a prize for the best essay on the science of government.

BALANCE SHEET AND PROPERTY SCHEDULES 

The balance sheet of the University, as at June 30, 1914, shows 
assets to the value of f4,788,497.43. Each of the items in the balance 
sheet is shown in farther detail in the schedules following, excepting the 
items : "Notes Receivable" ; "Accounts Receivable" ; and "Accounts Pay- 
able." The notes receivable of the University amounted to |25,600.48 
as at June 30, 1914, and represent loans made to students from the 
various student loan funds. These notes are shown at their face value. 

It will be noted that the accounts receivable are shown as |16,682.02, 
and the accounts payable at |21,961.09. These items are small in amount 
because of the policy of the University of collecting all money due to it 
as promptly as possible, and of paying all bills as soon as they are found 
to be correct. In this connection, it should be emphasized that an account 
is shown as paid on the books of the Business Office, when a warrant on 
the University Treasurer, or a voucher on the State Auditor of Public 
Accounts, has been regularly issued for its payment. 

Other than the accounts payable, the University, on June 30, 1914, 
had but two liabilities. The mortgage payable of |721.00 was necessarily 
assumed in the purchase of a city lot, and has been paid since July first. 
The University is further liable to the United States government for 
rifles and other military supplies loaned by the national government for 
the purposes of military training.

A complete list of the land owned by the University was given in 
the financial report published for the biennium ending June 30, 1913. 
In the present report, legal description is given of the real estate pur- 
chased during the year ending June 30, 1914. 

Valuation of Property 

Land is shown at its cost to the University, or at its cost to those 
who donated the land to the University, excepting in the case of certain 
agricultural experiment fields where no value has been recorded. No 
attempt has been made to show the value of the land at the present time. 

All University property, excepting land, has been valued first at 
the original cost, or at a careful estimate as to original cost in those cases 
where original cost cannot be ascertained. From this original cost value, 
deduction has been made under the uniform depreciation rates adopted 
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for the purposes of the report of the last bienninm. The following 
depreciation rates were used :
